11 was 
as hard as brick and had te lie thor¬ 
oughly soaked in water before it could 
be unrolled. 

The incision was thou closed with 
stitches, and the snake was carried 
outside to let the fresh air revive him. 
There lie was surrounded by an as¬ 
semblage of students and Imys of the 
street, and itt due time tin' snake begun 
to “come around." He tlid not say 
"where am IV" after 1 In* manner of 
people, tint lie looked it. lie looked 
around in a dazed, helpless sort of 
way, while ills tongue darted in and 
out inquiringly. The snake was thou 
rolled in a blanket and taken home. 
He was put on a diet of eggs exclusive¬ 
ly for a season until recovery should 
lie complete. Then lie ate most any¬ 
thing except blankets.

AN EXPENSIVE MOTH. 

I Massachusetts Has Spent $700,000 
in an Attempt to Get Rid of It, 

After a long and hard struggle and 
| tin 1 expenditure of nearly $700,000. 

Massachusetts sees the beginning of 
| tlie end of tlie long fight it lias boon 
waging against tlie gypsy moth. Tills 
great pest to tlie farmer was introduced 
j into tlie State thirty years ago by a sci¬ 
entist for experimental purposes. Some 
of tin' insects escaped, and. like every 
: pest, multiplied. In 1889 tin* real battle 
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for its extermination began. The moths 
had by that time spread over a large 
area and were destroying everything 
! green they touched. A commission to 
j examine into tlie matters was appoint¬ 
'd by Governor Brackett. Its first es¬ 
timate of tlie infested district was a 
tract about a mile square, and $25,000 
was appropriated. In May it reported 
that the district was sixteen times as 
large as it had supposed, and received 
$25,000 more. 

Eighty-nine men were employed on 
the trees, and special police were ap- 
| pointed to patrol the roads and disin¬ 
fect carriages, so that they would not 
spread the pest to other points. The 
matter was finally placed in the hands 
of the State Board of Agriculture, In 
1891, and laws were made governing 
the action of citizens in infected dis¬ 


tricts. and $50,000 more was appropriat¬ 
ed. This was followed in 1892 by an 
appropriation of $75,000. 

The moth was not discovered In any 
new towns in 1892, and there was no 
alarming outbreak. This was encour¬ 
aging. but it was clear that the only 
way to exterminate it was to put an 
army of men in the field for several 
years. The board asked for $1(!5.(HH), 
and was given $100,000. and $100,000 
more was asked from Congress. This 
sum was advanced in 1894 and $150,000 
in 1895, anil up to the present time al¬ 
most $700,000 lias been used. This year 
for the first time sees a decided de¬ 
crease in the amount of money re¬ 
quired. 

Prof. C. H. FernaUl. of the State 
Board of Agriculture, says the territory 
covered by the gypsy moth is about 200 
square miles. They are in about twenty 
towns in eastern Massachusetts, and 
tiiis territory lias been attacked from 
♦he outside till about half the area has 
been cleared. The cost of extermina¬ 
tion. as estimated by Prof. Fernald, 
would be $ 200,000 each year for five 
years; $100,000 yearly for another five 
years; and about $15,000 yearly for the 
third five years. 

The mot it eats everything that grows, 
except the tobacco leaves. Prof. How¬ 
ard is to investigate tho matter further 
this summer for the National Secretary 
of Agriculture, and if his report is sat¬ 
isfactory tlie burden of the work may 
be taken up by the national Govern* 
nient.

country. Consequently lie is said to be 
hated by his own iniople as vigorously 
as lie hates the countries of the West. 

Clothing tho Soldiers. 

It costs the British Government $7.- 
250,000 annually for tlie clothing fur¬ 
nished to its army all over tlie world. 
Each of the foreign possessions, how¬ 
ever, lias to pay back, to a certain ex¬ 
tent, the amount which the uniforms of 
the troops stationed or sent there has 
cost, and this entails no end of book¬ 
keeping. India pays for the clothing of 
its own troops and also for the uni¬ 
forms of tlie iiia'h which England sends 
there. The latter item is about $075,000 
annually. On tin* other hand, when a 
regiment comes home from India, that 
country lias to he paid back tlie full 
value of the clothes it wears. The Gov¬ 
ernment sells old and wornout articles 
to the second-hand dealers, who, by the 
way, usually aeeumulate fortunes in a 
short time. The value of cast-off clothes 
so disposed of is ahou-t $150,000 year¬ 
ly. The Igwt quality of everything is 
used in the manufacture of uniforms. 
In fact, it is said they are too good for 
durable wear. A huge factory in Pim¬ 
lico makes a large share of the furnish¬ 
ings. but vast, quantities of foot and 
headgear are bought ready made. Boots 
and leggings, for example, cost $1,165,- 
000 and head-dresses $250,000. The 
thousands of miles of fiannel, linen, cal¬ 
ico, cloth, velvet, etc., the millions of 
buttons, the tons of cotton wool, tlie 
billions of yards of sewing cotton, that 
arc made into tunics, trousers and 
shirts cost $2,500,000 and the wages 
paid for making these up are over $5,- 
000 a week. But all this vast expense 
is much less than the annual outlay 
that France or Germany makes for 
keeping its soldiers. In Germany ev¬ 
ery man in the army has four complete 
suits of military clothing.—‘Harper’s 
Hound Table.

AN ABLE POLICE HORSE. 

He Can Count fp to Six ami Perform 
Other Feats. 

Tlio cleverest horse on the New York 
police force is Poinpey, whose register¬ 
ed number on the books of the depart¬ 
ment is 128. Let any horse or police¬ 
man who disputes this statement step 
forward and prove to tlie contrary. 

Ponipeygave an exhibition of his tal¬ 
ents for tlie benefit of The Sunday Jour¬ 
nal. He can count and understands or¬ 
dinary conversation. He is, in fact, al¬ 
most as intelligent as a policeman. 

He is the steed and inseparable com¬ 
panion of Roundsman Ucdniund P. 
Keresey of the Thirty-eighth precinct, 
which is in the annexed district. Pom- 
pey is remarkable not alone lor his tal¬ 
ents; ho has also a history, which is 
full of human interest. 

His intelligence developed so rapidly 
that Keresey began to teach hint a few 
tricks. He would tickle him under the 
right, fore leg with a straw and say, 
“Poinpey, give me your right hand. ” 
At first tlie horse would raise his leg to 
avoid the tickling, but soon he learned 
to do the same tiling merely when he 
heard the words “right linud.” 

Tlie same process taught him to offer 
his left foot when politely asked to do 
so. His education went on steadily, and 
he learned to raise his right or liis left j 
hind leg at a mere word from his mas¬ 
ter. Keresey made the horse understand 
that when he used the word “papa’’-in 
conversation lie referred to himself— 
Keresey. Thus the policeman would 
say, “Give papa your right hand,” and 
the animal would understand perfectly. 
The horse’s name also was varied occa¬ 
sionally to “Papa’s Boy.” 

An interesting feature of Pompey’s 
education was the rapidity with which 
he acquired knowledge. In two weeks 
he raised his right, foot when told to. 
His teacher had fewer difficulties than 
most, men who train animals. Dogs are 
usually fonnd to be inattentive and un¬ 
duly exuberant. Tho superiority of the 
horse lies not in greater intelligence, 
but in greater docility. 

The next stage was to make Poinpey 
say “Yes” or “No.” A tickling on the 
side of the. neck caused him to move liis 
head sidewise. This was accompanied 
by tho command, “Sny no.” Finally 
the tickling could be omitted. A titilla- 
tion nf liis chin taught him to move liis 
head up and down, which meant yes. 

After this Poinpey began to learn to 
count. A light whip was placed on one 
of liis forelegs near the ground. He 
raised the leg to avoid the obstacle 
and tapped the ground lightly. Keresey 
at tho same time said, “Count one.” 
Then ho counted one without the use of 
the whip. This process was continued 
until Poinpey was able to count six, 
which is his present state of proficiency. 

“Say, it’s 6 o’clock, time for relief,” 
says Keresey, and Poinpey gravely 
scrapes liis fore foot six times on the 
ground. 

He takes two stops to the right or left 
when told to do so, and in fact lias so 
many accomplishments that they can¬ 
not all be enumerated here.—New York 
Journal.

HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 

The threat of stubborn resistance to 
the ratification of the Hawaiian an¬ 
nexation treaty made by a small, but 
determined, Senatorial faction, will 
probably cause the consideration of 
the treaty to go over to the regular 
session in December. 

There seems to be no disposition to 
press the question of ratification to a 
vote at present. The friends of the 
treaty are evidently confident of ulti¬ 
mate success and willing to grant 
ample time for thorough and deliber¬ 
ate consideration. 

in the interim there will be such a 
full discussion and free expression’of 
public opinion upon all the matters 
and issues involved, that no Senator 
need be in doubt as to the wishes of 
the vast majority of his constituents. 
Public opninion in the United States 
favors annexation as the only practi¬ 
cable plan for the permanent settle¬ 
ment of the Hawaiian quetsion, and 
that the treaty will be ratified when 
Congress reassembles in December 
seeing reasonably certain. 

The Christian Endeavorers are coining 
twenty to thirty thousand strong. The 
first detachments of these modern 
crusaders will begin to arrive about 
July 6th. The entire State is stand¬ 
ing on tiptoe ready to welcome the 
visiting thousands in true California 
style. California will endeavor to 
make the stay of the Endeavorers so 
pleasant that they will imagine para¬ 
dise is near by these Pacific shores. 

From every part of the country 
comes the report of business improve¬ 
ment. The growth is slow, it is true, 
but distinct and sure. Dun's Review, 
whioh covers the field thoroughly, says: 
“On the whole, the number of hands 
employed, the volume of new orders, 
and the amount of work done, are 
slowly increasing,'while the prospect 
of good wheat and cotton crops 
helps. ” 

The Japs don’t like the prospect of 
the annexation of the Hawaiian Is¬ 
lands by the United States, but they 
will kick much harder when this 
country extends the Chinese exclusion 
act to include the Japanese, as it will 
be foroed to do at no distant day. 

President MoKinley proposes to put 
the flag back to the place in Hawaii 
from whioh Drover Cleveland pulled 
it down four years ago. 

The Detnocraoy is divided upon 
protection this year as badly as it was 
upon the currency a year ago. 

A Contrary Flag. 

if ever there was anything in tho 
world that went by contraries, it is the 
Chinese flag. It will he recalled that it 
is one of the gayest of national stand¬ 
ards. The body of the banner is of a 
pale yellow. In the upper left hand 
corner is a small red sun, and looking 
at it is a fierce Chinese dragon. About 
1,000 years ago, so the story runs, the 
Chinese made war upon the Japanese. 
They prepared for a great invasion. As 
a prophecy of victory they adopted a 
standard which is that of the present 
time. They took the sun of Jupuu and 
made it very small. This they put iu 
front of the dragon’s mouth to express 
the idea that the Chinese dragon would 
devour the Japanese. It happened, how¬ 
ever, that the Chinese fleet, conveying 
an army of 100,000 men, was wrecked 
on its way to Japuu by a great storm, 
and all but three of the 100,000 perish¬ 
ed. The result of the last war has not 
been any more convincing than the 
first affair that the Chinese flag has 
been correctly conceived.- ^ ' "

For $7.50 George Emery purchased 
tin apparently worthless old ark on the 
Alvtoo slough some mouths ago. Con¬ 
cealed in the ramshackle structure he 
found coin anti notes amounting to 
thousands of dollars. Now he lias told 
of fils good fortune while tinder the iu- j 
fluenee of liquor, and the law officers 
are after the remnants of tlit? wealth. 
It is a strange ntnl interesting story. 

Last September an old fisherman 
hermit, diaries K. Rodman, was found 
dead in his ark on tlie slough near Al- 
viso. Nothing but a grinning skeleton 
was left, which was found by railroad 
section hands. Rodman had been dead 1 
several weeks, and nils had eaten the \ 
bones clean of flesh. Coroner Secord 
held an inquest and took charge of 
tlie effects, which consisted of a chain 
and the ark, which were all sold for 
$7.50. George Entery was tlie pur- . 
chaser. 

Not long after his purchase Emery 
began to dress well and litter took a ; 
trip east. Recently he returned and 
efforts were made to learn how lie had 
acquired so much wealth. While iu 
liquor last night at Alviso it was drawn 
out of hint that there was a large stint 
of money in tin* ark. He exhibited a 
$1,000 note iu proof, and said there was 
much more. 

Public Administrator Secord asked 
to-day for special letters of administru- ; 
tion. Emery was brought into court on 
a bench summons to tell about ilte her¬ 
mit's wealth. Witli much difficulty it 
was learned that he got eighty gold 
$20 pieces and a Uniled States note for 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Emery said later that when leaving 
for ihe East he gave a lady at Alviso 
a it envelope containing three treasury j 
notes each for $1,000. He further says 
that when lie cattle back the envelope 
was returned to him, but when he 
opened it there was nothing inside. 

Emery said there were others iiiclud- \ 
ed. naming J. Baird as one. After lie 
went East lie had heard that certain 
people got $2,700 in coin out of the ark. 
Emery’s story was conflicting, but his 
statements on the stand and off show : 
that four $1,000 treasury notes were 
found and coin sufficient to make a 
total of $8,000. 

Five years ago Redman was known 
to have had $ 2.'!.000 in treasury notes in 
a (tank in San Francisco, lie also had 
other means, and much of this ntay 
have been in the ark. Tlie district at- i 
torney will commence suit lo recover 
the property, and tuny institute crim- i 
innl proceedings. — San Francisco i 
Chronicle. 


Early M m in America. 

The climate which covered this ( 
a-or id was, of course, somewhat differ- 
ferent from tlie present, says Lippin- 1 
cott’s. It was colder and the precipita¬ 
tion was greater, blit the existence of 
certain plants shows that it couipnra- | 
lively temperate climate prevailed to 
the south of the lee; yet it was anomal¬ 
ous. Animals which loved the cold 
and those of the torrid land were curi¬ 
ously mingled. Troops of mastodons 
wandered over the land and gorged , 
themselves on the soft twigs of spruce j 
and Hr. The slow, lumbering, weary 
rhinoceros wallowed lit the muddy j 
streams and lakes. Moose and rein¬ 
deer ranged the woods; perhaps the In¬ 
dian story of the great white moose Is 
a survival transmitted from palaeolith¬ 
ic days, when this animal was actual¬ 
ly larger thnn now. Droves of horses 
and oxen roamed tho plains; but they 
were slain for food, for not yet had 
man learned the value of beasts of bur¬ 
den. 

Early man could have set nt naught 
the Chinese legend that the mammoth 
belonged to the nether world and died j 
if he breathed tlie outer nir, for only 
too often he must have met these 
giants of old, protected from the cold 
by a covering of long, black half and ! 
thick red wool. 

All this time while the grant Hoods 
wi re pouring seaward and gigantic 
animals were stalking up and down 
the land, it Is likely that men were liv¬ 
ing on the banks of our rivers and 
lakes. 

Judging front skeletons found in Eu- ; 
rope, palaeolithic man was short of 
stature and had a low, retreating fore- j 
head; it is supposed that he had a yel¬ 
lowish skin, which was covered with 
coarse hair much like the Ainu of Yezo. I 
He was strong in body, but he had the 
diminutive mind of a child. Wild and 
tierce, he knew little of pity or of love; 
he was lower in savagery than any we 
know, but he bore the germs of a bet- j 
ter race; he was only a hunter, living 
on animals he had slain and the roots 
and nuts he could gather. At war 
with Ills neighbor and at war with him¬ 
self, his fife was racked with fears and 
torments, and his mind filled with de- 
iRising superstitions, which ctvlllzatioa 
has hardly yet wholly eliminated.

As to the shock, the j 
coarsening, the vulgarizing of all bu- j 
man things by such experiences on a 
young girl iu the transition stage be- j 
tween child and woman it is not possi- j 
ble for anyone to measure it. 

Only last Saturday a professor in , 
Northwestern University took fifteen ; 
young girls from that institution on a ; 
tour through the county Jail, the bride- | 
well, etc., giving them a close view of 
tlie men and women charged with 
crime and shut tip In those places. It 
was an amazing performance. No 
doubt those young women feel as it' ! 
they would never get the jail smell out 
of their nostrils. Stil less will they be 
able to get the moral odor out of their 
lives. 

* It is astounding that any teacher 
would assume to take young girls on 
such an expedition without the con¬ 
sent of their parents, and it Is quite as 
astounding if that consent was given. 

It Is impossible for any ttnwarped 
vision to see any good result to flow j 
from such things. The minds upon 
which they can have any deterrent 
effect are precisely I hose which least i 
need it. Probably more than a dozen 
of the fifteen girls thus led through un¬ 
speakable moral muck by this recreant 
guardian and guide would have gone i 
through long lives without even know- , 
iug that such things be, and would all 
the time have Itecn as pitiful and as 
ready to lend a helping hand to any ! 
ease of distress that might conte in 
their way. 

On the other hand, tho consciousness 
of l>eing made a show of eutt affect the 
prisoners only unfavorably. Not one 
of them can be benefited iu any possi- I 
ole way. 

Many are disposed to criticise tlie 
women of our day for the display of 
morbid tastes and an unwholesome | 
longing to be something that Is not 
feminine and yet cannot be masculine. 
But It is uot their fault so much us 
that of their education. It is rather 
chargeable to the vicious and morbid 
ambition among teachers of all grades 
to invent something new.

bait In the downward march. As to the 
use of expletives, nothing can be said 
in their defense. While such exclama¬ 
tions as "Sugar of lead!” "O glory!” 
and the like cannot be held as exactly 
; coming under the head of profane 
swearing, they certainly add no 
strength nor beauty to one’s conversa- 
i tion and are inexcusably vulgar. “Wo- 
! man,” says Bishop Potter, “can wear 
no greater charm than that of reserved, 

: cultivated, choice speech. Use your 
; eye, your mind, your lip to lift up the 
great tongue, Shakspeare’s tongue, 
which we all Inherit.”

Iu spite of the warnings and com 
mantis of family physicians, in spite of 
the many examples of shortened lives 
and lives of suffering, men will yield 
to the seductiveness of the pleasures of 
the table. The spectacle of the man 
who overeats or who deliberately eats 
improper food is common enough, but 
rarely do we see as plain evidence of 
the admiration for the glutton which 
certain people possess as that which the 
daily papers some time ago afforded. A 
well known boniface died at an age 
when he ought to have been enjoying 
robust aud vigorous health. Some slight 
mention was made of his business ven¬ 
tures, of his daily life, of his reason for 
living. But all this part of his exist¬ 
ence was iuimateiral and uninteresting. 
The great aud praiseworthy features of 
his life seem to have been gastronomic 
feats aud a general ability to eat and 
drink enormously. He was lauded as 
the prince of bon vivants, the man who 
could eat a huge dinner and shortly 
thereafter swallow a brace of broiled 
lobsters and a couple of Welsh rabbits, 
washod down with copious libations of 
vintages or distillages or fermentages. 

Dnring his last illness, when his phy¬ 
sicians enjoined rest in bed and a scru¬ 
pulously careful diet, we read that he 
was game enough to dress aud go out 
on tho hotel porch to sit, winding up 
his imprudence (and incidentally his 
life) with a hearty meal, in defiance of 
the medical directions. This last piece 
of bravado was apparently considered 
by certain newspaper reporters as an 
achievement fit to rank with a victory 
on a battlefield, and the glutton was ad¬ 
miringly mentioned as though he were 
a brilliant and fearless hero, risking 
his life in a worthy cause.

SHE S AN ODD “HOBO.*’ 


SILVER NELL, A FEMININE EX¬ 
PONENT OF GAMBLING LIFE. 

Career of a Western Adventuress Who 

Has Encountered All the Up* and 
, Down! of the Poker Table-Travels 

on the “Blind HaKgaKe." 

Gambler nnd Sport. 

When the Northwestern limited train 
from the East pulled into the station 
At Superior, Wis„ the other morning, 
there alighted from the platform of the 
“blind haggage" a woman plainly but 
Shabbily dressed, carrying a small 
traveling l>ag in one hand and a news¬ 
paper in the other. There was u large 
.crowd at the station, and scores of 
eyes followed her wonderingly as she 
walked gracefully up the platform und 
entered the waiting room. The brake- 
man paused in his work to scrutinize 
the female who hail dared to steal a 
ride In genuine hobo style. 

The woman said her name was Sil¬ 
ver Nell, and that she had come from 
New York City and was on her way to 
Butte, Mont., where she Intended to go 
into the gambling business. She said 
she had lost over $1,000 on the (,'or- 
beitt-Fitzsimmons fight and was al¬ 
most entirely without money, so that 
It was now necessary for her to travel 
a la hobo. 

Silver Nell is one of flic strangest 
and most interesting characters in the 
country. For ten years she has trav¬ 
eled afoot, by rail, by water and by 
coach, ami has probably covered as 
much ground as any drummer iu 
America. As an adventuress she has 
had more varied and trying experi¬ 
ences than any other woman of mod¬ 
em times, and ns a society woman she 
has also enjoyed popularity. 

She is a gambler by profession, ami 
as a side issue indulges frequently In 
•peculation on the outcome of sporting 
events of all kinds. She is called Sil¬ 
ver Nell because she Invariably uses 
sliver dollars Instead of poker chips 
when playing ]>oker. She hns never 
been known by tiny other name—at 
least, not during the last ten or fifteen 
years—and she claims to possess no 
other. She has spent most of her time 
In the West during the last ten years, 
but nearly every town of any size iu 
fehe East has been honored with her 
presence, and the sporting man East 
or West who has not heard of Silver 
Nell must neeessnrljy be a new re¬ 
cruit. She claims to be only 28 years 
old, but looks a trifle older. She also 
claims to bo of French descent. 

Silver Nell began her career as a 
gambler in Helena, Mont., ten years 
ago. Her father, whose only name 
known to the community was Faro 1 
Pete, had opened a gambling house, 
and the girl was installed as “lookout" 
for the roulette and dice tables. The 
business of Faro Pete flourished, and 
Hie old mnn’s pockets bulged with 
bank rolls. In the meantime the 
daughter worked faithfully ait her post 
(uml lent to the establishment tilie at¬ 
traction of her presence. During “off 
watch” hours Nell was always iu read- 
Jnpss to take a seat at the poker table. 
When she played, the stakes were 
high and the game fair, for no one 
datixl risk a “shift” before the watch¬ 
ful eyes of the lookout girl. 

One day Faro Pete died, and the 
plate was closed. The girl, who was 
then 20 or 2r> years of a,gp. taking the 
few thousand dollars left by her fath¬ 
er, left Helena for parts unknown. A 
few months later she turned up as the 
proprietor of a gambling house in San 
Francisco. The novelty of a woman 
proprietor drew a large patronage, ami 
money literally Mowed into the girl’s 
hands for a few months. Hut the po¬ 
lice Interfered at last, ami Silver Nell 
was compelled to seek another Meld. 
With a "roll" said to amount to $10,000, 
•he reached Denver and remained 
there a few weeks, occasionally sitting 
in n game of poker. In this way she 
lost several thousand dollars and cou-

He sought 
heaven in prayer just as a friend seeks 
counsel from a friend—not with a 
tremor of uncertainty, not in doubt 
whether his petition would he received, 
hut with the full knowledge that the 
Father saw everything, knew every¬ 
thing. and with outstretched hand 
stood ready to give whatever was need¬ 
l'd for the accomplishment of his mis¬ 
sion. There you find tlie miracle of 
miracles, a revelation of the most mar¬ 
velous truth that ever dawned on tlie 
mind of man; a truth so stupendously 
glorious that the world finds It almost 
Impossible to accept it. If you are 
God’s child, you will learn that you 
have something to do, and that it is 
worth your while to do it. That In the 
dark hours you are not alone, that a 
father’s heart never beats more warmly 
for one In distress, nor more pityingly 
than for one who has gone wrong, and 
from that knowledge will flow such 
incentives and such aspirations as will 
make you calm and strong. Without 
God the Father your days are uot 
worth counting, and your years are a 
shadow. His presence is tlie only sun¬ 
light of the soul, and there Is no sub¬ 
stitute for it.—George H. Hepworth. 

First Sunday School in the World. 

In recounting tlie ministrations of 
John Wesley In Georgia, where tlie fa¬ 
mous preacher sowed the first seeds of 
Methodism in America, the Rev. W. J. 
Scott, I). D.. in tlie ladles’ Home Jour¬ 
nal, claims that Wesley established the 
first Sunday school in the world, at 
Savannah. In conneetion with his oth¬ 
er labors, which were indeed prodig¬ 
ious, Wesley soon after his arrival in 
Georgia, in 1736, began to provide for 
the Sunday school instruction of the 
children of tlie parish, llis devotion to 
children at times almost a mounted to 
infatuation. Children were likewise 
attached to him, as shown til their in¬ 
tercourse with him. Both on week days 
and Sabbaths lie gave no little atten¬ 
tion to educational work. As a pre¬ 
liminary labor on the Sabbath, before 
the evening service, he required them 
to convene in tlie church, at which time 
he catechised them thoroughly and fur¬ 
nished them with additional teaching 
from tlie Bible itself. 

“In tlie present Wesleyan Memorial 
Church, in Savannah, Georgia, tlien* is 
a Sunday school room into which hun¬ 
dreds of children crowd for Sunday in¬ 
struction. The original school was less 
in number, hut it was unquestionably 
the first Sunday school in the world. 
When taught l»y Wesley it numbered 
between sixty and seventy-five schol¬ 
ars, and from all accounts there were 
few, if any, Indian Imys in his earlier 
classes. A very high authority. Sir 
Charles Reed. M. I*.. LL. D.. of En¬ 
gland. is clearly id’tile opinion that this 
Sunday school was the first founded 
In the world, and that it antedates by 
a half century the secular instruction 
of Robert Ha ikes at Gloucester, En¬ 
gland, as well as tlie first school in 
America upon Ha ikes' plan, which was 
established in the city of New York." 

John Wesley Persecuted In America. 

The Rev. W. J. Scott, D. I)., writes 
of "When John Wesley Drenched in 
Georgia,” in the Ladies’ Home Jour¬ 
nal, and from the famous preacher's 
journal tells- the story of his ix'rsceti- 
tion in Georgia, which ultimately re¬ 
sulted in ins quitting America and re¬ 
turning to England in 1737. "During 
the afternoon before Wesley’s depar¬ 
ture lie was approached by the recorder 
of Savannah, who informed him that 
he must not leave the province until 
he had given bond in fifty pounds ster¬ 
ling, and in addition furnished bail to 
answer Mr. Williamson's charge. Wes¬ 
ley responded: ‘1 have given him every 
opportunity to make good his accusa¬ 
tion, but he refused to do so; and now. 
sir,' he continued with emphasis and 
firmness, '1 must insist that, as an offi¬ 
cial, you have treated me and the trus¬ 
tees of the Colony very ill. I shall 
neither give bond nor bail. You know 
your business and 1 know mine.’ 

" ’The same afternoon,’ he adds, ‘I 
shook the dust off my feet ami left Sa¬ 
vannah, after preaching there oue year 
and nine mouths, uot as I ought, but as 
1 was able.’ 

“The show made by liis enemies of a 
pun Rise to intercept him was a shallow 
pretext, and is now so regarded.” 
Wesley's persecution was the out¬ 


come of hi* refusal to admit a woman 
of his congregation to holy commun¬ 
ion without evidence of her repentance 
and contrition. 

On the Bright Side of Things. 

The habit of looking on the bright 
side of things is a good one, and is 
worth a great deal to each one who cul¬ 
tivates it. Certainly one should not 
cultivate the habit of looking on the 
dark side, especially when he must 
draw on his forebodings, and appre¬ 
hensions for a victim of that dark side, 
and thus see not only what does not 
exist, but what may never exist. God 
promises grace for each time of need, 
hut not for each time of worry and 1 
anxiety. He promises to be with His 
people when they pass through the 
fire, but he does uot promise to ex¬ 
tinguish the fire liefore it has been 
lighted. He says that when His people 
pass through the waters they shall not 
overflow them, and we ought to be sat¬ 
isfied with that. If we trust in God. 
the disasters we dread most will never 
come, or. if they do. He will change 
the disaster into benediction. 

An Ideal Citizen. 

The ideal citizen is the man who be¬ 
lieves that all men are brothers, and 
that the nation is merely an extension 
of Ills family, to be loved, respected 
and eared for accordingly. Such a mau 
attends personally to all civic duties 
with which he deems himself charged. 
Those which are within his own control 
he would no more trust to his inferiors 
than he would leave the education of 
his children to kitchen servants. The 
public demands upon his time, thought 
and money come upon him suddenly, 
and often they find him ill prepared; 
hut he nerves himself to tlie inevitable, | 
knowing that in the village, state and j 
nation any mistake or neglect upon liis j 
part must impose a penalty, sooner or j 
later, upon those he loves.—John Hah- i 
berton.

Wherein, to my great thankfulness, I 
was not deceived. 

“But although no more was said on 
the subject just then, this Idea which
